Lonis express on the Wabash railway, 
which left hero at 6 :20 Saturday even- 
ing, plunged through a trestle at Mit- 
•oui Oitj, Ma, at 7 H)6 o'clock, oanry- 
iag down the estiro train with the ex- 
ception of the rear car, a Pullman. The 
gorge, which a few hours preriouBly 
was practically empty, had become a 
raging torrent because of a tremendous 
downponr of a rain, and the structure 
wealied. Seren pendns were killed 
■nd 19 injured.

Conductor Copeland was supposed to 
be dead when taken from the wreck 
and his body, with a handkerchief 
down over the face, was ranged in a 
row with the seven dead ''(irpses. A 
few minutes later some onr observed a 
hign of life and lie was ([uickly trans- 
ferred to a stretcher ami given every 
possible attention. 

All indications are that deatli came to 
at lea^t four of the live unfortunate 
mail clerks almost instantly. Their car 
pitched end first tlirough the break in 
the trestle and they must have been 
drowned in the raging stream while in 
aji unconscious condition. Tin- nmains 
of the four were carried from the 
wreck and were recovered some dis- 
tance down tlie stream. Tliero were 
signs of life in the body of tlu' tiftli 
mail«lerk, wlien rescuers draggt d him 
from the wreck, but he died a few min- 
utes later on the bank of the creek. 

It was feared there were more bodies 
in the stream, but a careful search 
proved that the fatalities were limited 
to those already named. There is now 
bnt a small stream flowing beneath the 
trestle where the wreck occurred. In 
ordinary weather it is a dry creek bed. 
TJhe storm of Saturday night, which 
Vas almost a cloudburt, had swollen 
the httle stream to torrential propor- 
tions. The flood carried away a wagon 
bridge a short distanca above the Wa- 
bash trestle. The wrt^of this bridge 
was hnrled down Pjpt the railroad 
trestle and carried aifly a row of wood- 
en rapports in the sfff^r. 

A nelghborin£»j»rmer noticed the 
periloas oondiuMpf the trestle and re- 
■dved to fl!U' Jrpassenger train which 
he knew t*M nbout due. For nearly 
an honi^pKt>od there in the terriflo 
inj^KKFot niu, only to fail at last in 
^^^inteutions for when the Wa- 
ipany's New York fast mail 
lie thtmdering on, the storm was al- 
most blinding and the engineer evi- 
denUy ooold not see the signal which 
tBe farmer so fnmticallj wared across 
the trade. 

The locomotive struck the trestle ; a 
moment later the disaster was pre- 
sented in .all its horrors. The engine 
passed over bat the tender went through 
with the tambling bridge. The bag- 
gage oar t(q;>pled off on its side, while 
the mail car which followed, pitched 
into the stream end first. Every life 
in this oar was lost. The smoker, next 
behind, followed. It was ii» this car 
that Oondactor Copeland was riding. 
[ The other oooapants escaped serious in- 
kuinry.

!',0(i feet from the wreck. 

Tlie postal aiithoritit s report that prob 
ably nearly all the mail carried on the 
train w;i8 lost or destroyed. Wlien the 
wreck occurred the five postal clerks are 
supposed to have had all of their pouches 
open and to have been at work distrib- 
uting the mail. The car was so broken 
and splintered that most of the mail 
floated otT, probably to drift into the 
Missouri river and be lost. The Wabash 
train each evening carries all of Kansas 
City's afternoon mail for the east, and 
it is always heavy and valuable. 

The scene of the wreck, which is bnt 
21 miles northeast of Kansas City, near 
Missouri City station, was visited yes 
terday by many persons. A wrecking 
train worked there all day, repairing 
ti e trestle and raising the shattered 
coaches, and now the trains are moving 
over the road a.s usual.

Ab Kzenrslon Train Daaha* Into a Stand* 
tag PMaangar Train. 

Akron, O., Jane tt.-— Satarday the 

employes of the Goodrich Rubber eoi» 

pan}', the Diamond Rubber company 
and the Akron Rubber company started 
on a Kp«'cial C.^levelaiid, Akron and Co- 
lumbus train for their annual outing at 
Hiawatha park. Mount Vernon. The 
train was going through Millemburg at 
a high rate of speed, when the engineer 
suddenly discovered a Kaltimore and 
Oliio train on tlie track ahead of him 
Standing in front of tlii^ depot. He 
whistled for brakes, and applie<l the air, 
after revei-sing, but there appeared lo 
be no check on the speed. It dashed on 
and strook the Baltimore and Ohio 
train. 

The collision was terrific. The cu 
gineers and tiremeu of both engines 
jumped and saved themselves. The 
Baltimore and Ohio engine was thrown 
from the track, as well as the bnggage- 
car on the colliding train. Both en- 
gines were badly wrecked, and both 
baggagecars were badly damaged. 
There were 500 passengers on board the 
excursion train, and great e.vcitcment 
prevailed. 

The buggagecar of the picnic train, in 
which were a number of wheelmen 
with their wheels, was almost com- 
pletely crushed, and from the appear- 
ance of the car it is wonderful that any 
of the occupants escaped with their 
lives. The shock throaghoat the entire 
train was very violent, and several of 
those in the very last oar were thrown 
violently from their seats to the floor, 
receiving slight injories and braises. 

The names of the injnred are as fol- 
lows : 

Philip Rosemond, left leg broken at 
the hip and otherwise injured so badly 
that he died after being removed to a 
hospital.

New Yokk, June 28.— The lower 
part of the trunk of a man. was found 
by two boys in the woods at One Hun- 
dred and Seventy -sixth street and Un- 
derclitle avenue, tliis (ity, yesterday. It 
was terribly mutilated and shows plain- 
ly thatamarder has been committed. 

It was wrapped in oil cloth and ma- 
nilla paper, exactly as was the upper 
part of a trunk found in the East river 
off Eleventh street Saturday. The two 
are parts of the same body. Tlio two 
pieces were found more than eight miles 
apart, one in the water and th* other 
on the laud. 

The man could not have been dead 
more than 86 hours and perhaps not 
more than 24. The man's age was 
about 86 years and his height 5 feet 10 
inches. Ho was a laborer and the con- 
dition of the body indicated a well 
nourished, healthy man.

Alinut two months 
hence another mun-of-wur would be 
iiere and the Nanawai is likely to leave 

before then."' 

.Japanese Mini^ti r Shiiii:inia denie; a 
story to the eMect that .la'ian lias with- 
drawn liis r'<iue-t froiu the Hawaiian 
government for on explanation of the 
reasfins ;or ejecting the Japanese immi- 
grants. 

"Then' has been no corri'S]>ondence 
between this legation and tlie minister 
of foreign affairs since .luiie 4," said 
the minister. ".\t tliat time, I ad- 
dressed a letter to the minister of for- 
eign affairs and as vet, though it seems 
a very long ttme, I nave reoeived no re- 
ply. 

"The position is this" he said : "Be- 
fore the steamer having the immigrants 
on board, left Honolulu. I made a 
formal protest to the minister of foreign 
aflfairs. His answer was incomplete 
and unsatisfactory. In due time I re- 
ceived instr .actions from my govern- 
ment and sent a request to the minii-ter 
of foreign affairs for the reason for the 
expulsion of the Japan laborers. The 
Hawaiian government sent me an an- 
swer which I considered vague and in- 
de.4nite. Un ^une 4 I wrote again and 
for two weeks my letter has remained 
unanswered. I am daily expecting a 
communication to arrive." 

Y. Shikawu, editor of the Tokio Chuc 
Shimbun, who came here on the Japa- 
nese cruiser Nanawai to investigate the 
trouble arising from Japanese immigra- 
tion, started for home (m the 15th lust. 
He carried with him a proposition from 
Colonel Spalding for a trans-Pacific ca- 
ble, which he believes capitalists of his 
ooantry will not be slow to take hold of 
at no very distant dat'>. 

"But now about the rise of your in- 
vestigation in the immigration tangle r" 
was asked. 

"To speak frankly," replied Mr, Slii- 
kawa, "I have found that matter wa^ 
not worth mv time and attention, 1 
am convinced that the ditlerence be- 
tween Hawaii and Japan will be settle I 
in a most amicable manner. The v hole 
affair has been very nmch exagger; ted. 
Instead of stirring up more str.ie. 1 
think my time can be spent to b' tt »r 
advantage in working oat "this ( a » e 
scheme and bringing the two coui t. u s 
into closer trade relations." 

Hon. Harold M. Si^woll made a formal 
call on President Dole at the executive 
building on the 7th and presented his 
credennals as envoy extraordinary and 
minister plenipotentiary from the 
United States. He was occompai i 'd by 
Charge d' Affaires Ellia. Mills. A recep- 
tion was tendered the minister on the 
16th. It took place on board of the 
Philadelphia and was well attended. 

Admiral Beardslee said that he had 
received instmctions from the secretary 
of the navy by the last steamer, con- 
cerning the repairs to be made on the 
Marion. She will have another survey 
made and will be repaired to a certain 
extent. in Honololn. After this has 
been done the vessel will be sent to 
Mare island or some other naval station 
for a genscttl overhanling. The admiral 
said that everything is in statu quo as 
regards the change ot the United States 
cruisws in the Honolulu port. The 
Baltimore will relieve the Philadelphia 
in this port as soon as she has her re- 
pairs oompleted on Blare islnud. 

United States Consul Oeneral Mills 
will leave for Washington as soon as 
hissucceS'ior, William Hayward arrives, 
which vrill probably be within the ne.\t 
fortnight.

Wafhinoton, June ',-8 —The Repub- 
lican tariff managers are still hopeful 
that the present may prove to be the 
last week of the tariff debate in the sen- 
ate. All the schedules have been gone 
over once, leaving nothing to be done 
but to consider tlie paragraphs in the 
various schedules wliich have been 
passed when reached in their regular 
order, bi'canse of differences of opinion 
among the Republicans themselves. 

Many of these differences have been 
adjusted in the Republican ranks, but 
the Bemocrats will naturally take ad- 
vantage of their knowledge of the feel- 
ing existing among their opponents to 
debate some of the qneitions at leou;th. 
It is understood now that coal, leather, 
hides and lead ore will each be vigor- 
ously discussed, as will also the que s- 
tions, though more briefly, of reciproc- 
ity, the treatment of trusts and the 
disposition of the Hawaiian reciprocity 
treaty. 

In view of the determination of the 
Democrats to exploit all these'qnestions 
and others as well it would seem im- 
possible to condnde the senate's work 
on the bill before the end of the week, 
and it is more than probable that the 
final work will be reserved for the fol- 
lowing week. 

The liouse will continue this week its 
p<ilicy of adjournment from Monday 
until Thursday. After that its course 
will depend upon the action of the sen- 
ate. If by any chanc e a vote should be 
had on the tariff bill Wednesday or 
Thursday, the house probably will re- 
main in sessitm to receive the bill, disa- 
gree to the senate amendments and ap- 
pcjiut conferees. Otherwise au ad- 
journment wUl be had from Tharsduy 
to Monday.

CoLi'MBl's, O., June 28,— The execu- 
tive committee of the United Mine 
Workers of America adjoamed without 
taking definite action. The members 
of the committee are unable to agree on 
the proposition to order a fcieral 
strike. Representatives of some of the 
districts are ready for a Strike, but 
others are hesitating. 

The Ohio operators have told the min- 
ers that the inrices mast either go up to 
60 cents in the Pittsburg district or 
come down to 4S cents per ton in Ohio. 
If, after a thorough canvass of the situ- 
tion, it is decided not to order a general 
strike and present conditions and prices 
are allowed to oontinne in the Pitts- 
burg district then the Ohio miners will 
have to accept a jredaotion from 51 to .54 
cents per ton or wage an independ- 
ent fight against the reduction.

DIFFERENTPOINTS OFOONTENTION 



Hha Claims That tha Traatf Is an Intar- 

ferrure With tlie Treaty Kight* of Ja- 
pan, and Waa Na gotlatad In tha I'aca of 
tha MmI VrtoaAly ProtastoUoM aT That 

Country. 

WASiiiNcnoN, June 2fe.— The Japa- 
nese position on the annexation of Ha- 
waii by the United States hus been 
made known from a very high sooree. 
The Japanese base their opposition to 
annexation almost entirely upon the 
ground that it is an inteif, reuce with 
the treaty rights of .lupan, and com 
plain especially that the treaty w as ue 
gotiated in the face of the most f hen lly 
protestations from Japan and at a time 
when the Japanese authorities had been 
led to believe that no such treaty would 
be undert.aken. 

The ,Iapanese insist, as on all' former 
occasions, that tho .Japanese govern- 
ment has n(.t now and never has had 
any designs against Hawaii. This they 
consider a most important point be- 
cause of th" talk about coloni/ation, 
which they say has apparently had so 
much weight in the discassion of the 
(juestion. 

They ( (inteiiil that the .Japanese first 
went to Hawaii in response to the de- 
mand for labor iti the i>lMnil under pro- 
visions of a treaty cone.hTded in I^Ml at 
the solicitation of tlie Ha\\aiian govern- 
ment. Tlii y call attention t'j tlie fact 
that the .Iai)anese government have al- 
ways Vieen averse to having their people- 
go abroad as ••coolies" as tin; Chinese 
do and that the government has always 
striven to jirevent sach immigration. 
As a couse iiience the Hawaiian treaty 
was so worded as to i)revi'nt even the 
suspicion of anything like coolie labor. 

The interests of all jiarties were, they 
say, xirotected, and as a cniisefinence 
the Hawaiian planters se lii ' il a luph 
class of at;ricultural labor upon fair 
terms and under circumstances that did 
not give tlie least occasion for the dis- 
like and opprobrium which generally 
attach to contract labor. This they say 
worked admirably for years and until 
the planters became Festive under tho 
conditions imposed by tho treaty 
thinking, the Japanese hold, that they 
could secure labor more cheaply with 
the restrictions removed. 

At the same time the question of an- 
nexation came up and the adherents of 
uui(m with the United States thongnt 
it would be necessary to make changes 
in the method of obtaining the labor 
absolutely necessary to the prosperity 
of the sugar industry of the islands. 
This was, tliey claim, the origin of the 
so-called • voluntary" qrstem of immi- 
gration to Hawaii. 

The development of this situation led 
to the framing by the Japanese govern- 
ment of its emigration law. This law 
is very strict in prohibiting the exporta- 
tion of Japanese labor except where em- 
ployment is assured, and it is claimed 
that under its provisions it ^vonld bo 
impossible to flood tlie Hawaiian islands 
as has been asserted to be the Japanese 
purpose without the connivance of the 
Japanese authorities. This, they hold, 
could not be svcnred in view of the pol- 
icy of Jaiiau against the exportation of 
( I 'olie labor, and in view of the repeated 
denials of Japan of any designs upon 
Hawaii. 

:iThey assert that Hawaii took no 
steps to restrict immigration from Ja- 
pan until last February, when a sudden 
and surprising demand was made npon 
Japan to this end. This, they chum, 
is evidence snflficicnt that there wos no 
flooding of the island. Tliey regarded 
this demand from the island govern- 
ment as capricious iind t*oncluded that 
it was made for the i iirpose of increas- 
ing the agitation in tlie interest of an* 
nexation and to famish a prete.xt for 
speedy action in that direction. To the 
same end they consider the cry of dan- 
ger from Hawaii on account of Japa- 
nese aggression to have been raised. 
They hoot tho idea that this fear had 
any foundation in fact and say that the 
danger existed only in the minds of the 
zealous advocates of annexation. 

They assert that Japan has freely ex- 
jiliiined every step taxen in this con- 
troversy with Hawaii to the United 
States and they hold that the fact that 
such explanation has been made 
should be accepted as proof positive 
that Japan has no olterior designs apon 
the islands. 

In view of this explanation on their 
part to the United States, they complain 
of the suddenness of the annonnoement 
of the Hawaiian treaty of annexation 
and say that the treaty was oonsnmated 
when they had reason from official as- 
surances for believing that no hasty 
action in that direction was contem- 
plated. 

They consider that many subjects of 
Japan are entitled to damages on ac- 
count of Hawidi's summary refusal to 

Sermit them to land and that' they ore 
eprived of their remedy bj the con- 
summation of the treaty. On this ac- 
count they are inclined to regard the 
action as unjust and arbitrary. . 

They also hold that Japan has rights 
tmder treaties with Hawaii, other than 
those detailed, including reciprocal im- 
munities which they fear may not be 
renewed if Hawaii becomes a part of 
the United States. The present pur- 
pose, they hold, appears to be to termi- 
nate thc.se rights without privilege of 
appeal and against this proceeding they 
iirotest. They hold that while Japan 
hivi no purpose of asserting any author- 
ity in Hawaii, the Japanese government 
has the right to remonstrate in the in- 
terest' of her dtizeus and to demand 
that her legitimate rights be respected.

SCARCITY OF CATTLE. 



Ilt'liianil For Heavy I'.iM'ves Increasinf;. But 
the Lighter kinds Wanted by 
Mast Usen.

The fact that last season heavy beeves 
were at a diHcouut and this season at 
a premium, has caused considerable talk 
about the supposed sudden change in the 
market's demanil. It is true that there 
lias been a decided change in the mar- 
ket's position in regard to light and heavy 
weight cattle ; but tin's maybe ascribe'l 
to ttie change in the nature of the supply 
rather than to a reversal of the market's 
requirements. Last season, heaw cattle 
were bought and used as freely as this, 
but they were plentiful, and light grades 
were so scarce as to give the impression 
that the demand was mainly for the 
latter. 

This season the State of aflairs bat been 
reversed, and although tbe outlet for 
heavy cattle has not enlarged very much, 
yet the supply has been so small as to 
send them to a premium, and cause 
many people to think that we are going 
back to the day of heavy beeves. This 
idea is not correct. There will always be 
somecall for cattle weighing 1,5(X1 to 1,<)00 
pounds. Exporters want them. Some 
butchers must have them, and they want 
them all the year. The bulk of the users 
of cattle, however, will ask for lighter but 
well-fiivshed kinds, and the relative posi- 
tion of both classes in the market will he 
regulated largely by their numbers.
